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World  trade  in  poultry  meat  as  indicated  by  the  eight  principal  importing 
countries,  continued  its  upward  trend  in  1961,  reaching  a  record  $26 
million  pounds.    This  was  a  gain  of  26  percent  over  the  high  level  of 
trade  in  I96O.    As  in  prrevious  years,  West  Germany  accounted  for  most  of 
the  increase.    Switzerland,,  Italy,  Austria,  and  Hong  Kong  also  imported 
more . 

World  trade  in  shell  eggs,  based  on  imports  of  the  eight  major  trading 
countries,  totaled  657  million  dozen  in  I96I  compared  with  679  million 
dozen  in  I960.    Exports  from  Denmark  dropped  sharply  to  69  million  dozen 
compared  with  92  million  dozen  in  I960  and  121  million  dozen  in  1959. 
Exports  from  the  Netherlands,  the  world's  largest  supplier,  decreased  by 
about  U  million  dozen.    This  downward  trend  was  partially  offset  by  in- 
creased shipments  from  Poland,  from  which  exports  have  almost  doubled 
since  1959.    With  exports  of  108  million  dozen  in  196I,  Poland  replaced 
Denmark  as  the  second  largest  supplier. 


Poultry  meat 

West  Germany  continued  to  provide  the  largest  market  for  poultry  meat 
moving  in  international  trade,  taking  some  U07  million  pounds  in  I96I. 
This  accounted  for  77  percent  of  total  volume  traded.    The  United  States 
replaced  the  Netherlands  as  West  Germany's  leading  supplier,  accounting 
for  35  percent  of  total  imports,  followed  by  the  Netherlands  and  Denmark, 
the  next  largest  suppliers,  providing  29  and  22  percent  respectively. 

In  the  first  half  of  1962,  imports  of  fresh  and  frozen  poultry  meat  into 
West  Germany  were  about  double  those  for  the  same  period  of  196I.  The 
United  States  provided  U6  percent  of  the  total.    Anticipation  of  higher 
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German  import  levies  under  the  EEC  poultry  market  regulations,  scheduled 
to  come  into  effect  at  midyear,  was  an  important  factor  in  this  Aarp  rate 
of  increase. 

Switzerland,  the  second  largest  market  for  poultry  meat,  imported  Ul  million 
pounds  in  196I  compared  with  37  million  pounds  in  I960.    The  Iftiited  States 
share  of  Swiss  imports  increased  from  26  million  pounds  in  I960  to  27  million 
pounds  in  I96I.    France,  West  Germany  and  Denmark  also  increased  sales  to 
Switzerland. 

Italy  replaced  Canada  as  the  third  largest  importer  of  poultry  meat  in  I96I, 
with  imports  totaling  17  million  pounds,  a  62  percent  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Most  of  Italy's  imports  were  from  Eastern  Europe,  with  Hungary 
the  major  supplier. 

Austria  increased  its  imports  from  lU  million  pounds  in  I960  to  16  million 
pounds  in  I96I.    Imports  increased  because  local  production  failed  to  keep 
pace  with  expanding  consumer  danand.    Increased  shipments  were  received  from 
Eastern  Europe  and  the  United  States.    Austrian  authorities  have  established 
an  annual  import  quota  of  6OO  metric  tons  (1,323,000  pounds)  for  U.  S.  frozen 
poultry.    This  quota  may  be  liberalized  when  and  if  consumer  demand  warrants. 

Shell  eggs 

World  trade  in  shell  eggs,  in  1961,  based  on  imports  of  the  eight  most  impor- 
tant trading  countries,  was  down  moderately  from  the  high  level  reached  in 
the  previous  year.    However,  it  was  still  somewhat  above  the  1959  level  of 
trade.    Inqports  into  these  eight  countries  during  I96I  totaled  657  million 
dozen  compared  with  679  million  dozen  in  I96O  and  637  million  dozen  in  1959. 
The  downward  trend  in  shipments  from  Westem  Europe  was  partially  offset  by 
increased  exports  from  Eastern  Europe.    Poland's  exports  totaled  IO8  million 
dozen  in  196I,  which  was  sCLmost  a  two-fold  increase  over  1959.    Because  of 
increased  domestic  production,  imports  of  shell  eggs  into  West  Germany  con- 
tinued to  drift  downward  for  the  third  consecutive  year.    However.  58  percent 
of  the  eggs  entering  international  trade  in  I96I  were  sold  in  that  market. 
Shipments  to  West  Germany  from  Denmark,  Poland,  Argentina  and  Sweden  declined, 
while  those  from  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  Yugoslavia  were  moderately 
higher . 

Italy,  the  second  largest  market,  increased  its  inports  of  shell  eggs  to 
117  million  dozen  in  1961  from  IO8  million  dozen  the  previous  year.  Poland, 
the  chief  siqjplier,  accounted  for  38  percent  of  the  total  imported.  Other 
important  sources  were  Israel  and  the  Netherlands.    Imports  into  Hong  Kong 
were  U3  million  dozen  compared  with  U2  million  dozen  in  I960.  Decreased 
shipments  from  Israel  were  offset  by  increased  shipn»nts  from  Biailand. 

United  Kingdom  imports  were  12  percent  greater  in  196I  than  in  i960.  Domestic 
production  of  eggs  during  the  first  half  of  I96I  was  substantially  below  a 
year  earlier. 
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Switzerland  and  Austria  also  imported  more  eggs.    Imports  into  Venezuela,  the 
principal  market  for  United  States  shell  eggs,  were  below  the  I960  level.  The 
issuance  of  licenses  to  import  eggs  into  Venezuela  was  suspended  near  midyear 
and  no  eggs  were  permitted  to  enter  the  country  until  December,  when  a  small 
quota  was  authorized  for  importaticai  to  meet  increased  demand  during  the 
Christmas  holidays. 

Egg  products 

Egg  product  imports  vary  with  the  price  of  eggs  in  the  importing  countries. 
Generally,  when  internal  shell  egg  prices  are  high,  domestic  production  of 
egg  products  will  decline  and  inports  tend  to  increase.    Low  prices  for 
shell  eggs  encourages  production  of  egg  products  and  the  demand  for  imports 
will  decline.    Imports  of  egg  products  into  the  eight  major  markets  reached 
a  new  high  of  120  million  pounds  in  196l,  an  increase  of  17  percent  over  I960. 
Most  of  the  increase  was  due  to  greater  imports  by  the  United  Kingdom  and 
West  Germany,  the  principal  markets  for  egg  product  exports.    The  United  King- 
dom imported  5U  million  pounds  compared  with  U2  million  pounds  in  I960.  The 
bulk  of  the  United  Kingdom's  imports  were  in  frozen  whole  form.    Frozen  albu- 
men and  dried  vdiole  eggs  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  remaining  trade  in  egg 
products.    West  Germany,  the  second  leading  market,  increased  its  imports, 
as  did  Switzerland  and  Belgium.    Imports  into  Italy  were  below  the  1961  level. 

The  principal  suppliers  of  egg  products  in  1961  were  Yugoslavia,  Australia, 
Mainland  China,  Poland  and  the  Netherlands.

POULTRY  AND  EGGS,  19^ 

Exports  of  U.S.  poultry  and  poultry  products  in  1962  were  valued  at 
$96.3  million,  an  increase  of  about  3  percent  over  1961.    Poultry  meat, 
including  canned,  accounted  for  $75 million.    Shell  eggs,  egg  products, 
Tsaby  chicks  and  other  live  poultry  accounted  for  the  balance  of  $20.5 
million.    The  value  of  poultry  and  egg  exports  during  the  first  6  months 
of  1962  vas  ^  times  the  value  of  these  items  d\iring  the  same  period  in 
1961,    Implementation  of-  the  EEC  market  regulation  for  poultry,  which 
went  into  effect  in  July  of  1962,  resulted  in  a  sharp  drop  in  U.S.  poultry 
exports  during  the  last  half  of  the  year. 

Poultry  meat 

Exports  of  poultry  meat  from  the  IMited  States  in  I962  amounted  to  271 
million  pounds,  an  increase  of  9  percent  over  the  previous  year.  West 
Germany  suad  the  Netherlands  continued  as  the  primary  market  for  U.S. 
poultry  meat,  accounting  for  179  million  pounds  or  two-thirds  of  tot€J. 
exports.    Most  of  the  poultry  shipments  to  the  Netherlands  are  destined 
for  West  German  consumers.    Record  shipments  during  the  first  6  months 
were  more  than  sufficient  to  offset  the  sharp  drop  during  the  last  heJlf 
of  the  year.    Most  of  the  increase  in  shipments  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year  was  to  West  Germany  "v^ere  importers  elected  to  build  up 
their  inventories  in  anticipation  of  higher  duty  rates  \rtiich  would  be 
levied      the  EEC  on  imports  from  non-member  countries  after  July. 
Large  inventories,  plus  the  higher  in?)ort  levies  imposed  by  the  EEC  after 
July,  resulted  in  a  sharp  drop  in  shipments  from  the  IMited  States  in  the 
second  half  of  1962.    Since  the  implementation  of  the  Common  Agricultural 
Policy  of  the  EEC,  the  levy  has  continued  to  increase.    In  July  19^2,  the 
levies  for  broilers  to  West  Germany  amounted  to  about  k.9  cents  per  pound. 
In  August  this  jumped  to  9*7  cents  per  pound  and  by  July  of  this  year. 
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the  rate  had  risen  to  13»5  cents  per  pound.    Levies  on  other  frozen  poultry 
increased  subst8uatia3JLy.    The  full  inrpact  of  these  higher  import  levies  on 
U.S.  exports  is  reflected  in  the  current  level  of  trade.    During  the  period 
January-May,  19^3^  exports  to  West  Germany  were  less  than  one-third  of  -what 
they  vere  during  the  same  period  in  1962  and  only  tvo-thirds  of  the  level  of 
trade  in  I961. 

Poultry  meat  exports  to  Switzerland  declined  by  one  million  pounds  from 
the  previotis  year  to  a  total  of  22  million  pounds  in  I962.  Increased 
competition  from  Denmark,  France  and  Hungary  were  responsible  for  this 
decline. 

In  Canada,  increased  production  of  poultry  meat,  plus  import  controls  on 
turkeys,  reduced  U.S.  exports  to  that  market  from  15 '5  million  pounds  in 
1961  to  10.5  million  po\mds  in  I962.  Expanded  sale  of  live  poultry  from 
Mainland  China  was  a  primary  contributor  to  the  decrease  in  shipments  of 
U.S.  poultry  to  Hong  Kong,  where  exports  declined  from  17  million  pounds 
in  1961  to  Ik  million  pounds  in  I962. 

Shipaents  of  canned  poultry  dropped  sharply,  mainly  because  of  smaller 
purchases  by  Canada,  West  Germany  and  Australia.    Exports  to  the  IMited 
Kingdom  in  1962  continued  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  1961  ("Table  3)« 

Shell  Eggs  and  Egg  Products 

There  was  a  substantial  decline  in  U.S.  exports  of  eggs.  Venezuela, 
•vrtiere  egg  production  is  now  almost  adequate  to  meet  domestic  requiranents, 
has  virtually  dropped  out  of  the  picture  as  a  leading  ciistomer.  Issuance 
of  fewer  import  licenses  in  that  country  during  I962  forced  consumers  to 
buy  their  eggs  locally.    However,  Venezuela  continues  to  be  the  largest 
outlet  for  U.S.  hatching  eggs  (Table  h),    Cana^  retains  its  position  as 
the  second  largest  importer  of  hatching  eggs. 

Total  shipments  of  processed  eggs  declined  in  I962.    Although  West  Germany 
continued  to  be  the  leading  customer  for  dried  and  frozen  eggs,  exports 
to  that  country  showed  a  substantial  decrease  in  I962.    There  were  some 
increases  in  exports  of  dried  eggs  to  Switzerland  cmd  the  Netherlands 
(Table  k). 

Baby  Chicks  and  Other  Live  Poultry 

Total  exports  of  baby  chicks  were  down  25  percent  from  the  previous  year. 
Kiis  decline  was  attributable  mainly  to  new  and  expanded  hatchery  production 
in  many  importing  countries.    More  than  one- third  of  total  baby  chicks  exported 
from  the  U.S.  in  I962  went  to  Canada.    Mexico  and  the  Dominican  Republic 
increased  their  imports  substantially.    Exports  of  other  live  poultry  continued 
a  downward  trend  for  the  third  consecutive  year.

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WORLD  TRADE  IN  POULTRY 
MEAT  AND  EGGS,  1962 


World  trade  in  poultry  meat,  as  indicated  by  imports  of  the  7  principal 
markets,  reached  a  new  high  of  577  million  pounds.    This  was  an  11  per- 
cent gain  over  1961.    Although  substantial,  this  rate  of  increase  was 
considerably  below  that  of  the  past  2  or  3  years.    The  major  market, 
West  Grcrmany,  purchased  81  percent  of  total  volume  traded.  Switzerland 
and  Austria,  next  most -important  markets  in  1962,  also  imported  larger 
quantities. 

Trade  in  shell  eggs,  as  indicated  by  imports  of  the  8  principal  markets, 
declined  in  1962.    Total  trade  was  589  million  dozen  —  down  about  11 
percent  from  1961.    Exports  from  the  Netherlands,  the  world's  largest 
supplier,  declined  moderately  v;hile  those  from  Denmark  and  Poland  dropped 
sharply.    West  Germany,  although  still  accounting  for  more  than  half  of 
world  trade  in  shell  eggs,  greatly  reduced  imports  in  1962,    Italy,  the 
only  other  large  market,  imported  a  moderately  larger  quantity  of  eggs 
than  in  1961, 

Poultry  Meat 

West  Germany,  by  far  the  most  important  international  market  for  poultry 
meat,  imported  469  million  pounds  in  1962.    This  represented  81  percent 
of  the  total  volume  trzided.    While  this  level  of  imports  was  63  million 
pounds  above  1961,  the  rate  of  increase  in  1962  was  not  as  great  as  during 
each  of  the  previous  five  years.    Despite  a  sharp  drop  in  shipments  from 
the  United  States  in  the  last  half  of  1962,  Germany's  imports  from  the 
United  States  reached  174  million  pounds,  a  24  percent  increase  over  1961.

The  normal  pattern  of  imports  was  altered  considerably  in  1962,  when  66 
percent  of  total  volume  was  brought  in  during  the  first  7  months.  Norm- 
ally, only  40  to  45  percent  of  the  total  is  imported  during  the  January- 
July  period.    The  higher  rate  of  imports  in  the  early  months  of  1962  was 
prompted  by  the  desire  of  importers  to  build  inventories  to  the  maximum 
extent  practicable  before  imposition  of  higher  duty  rates  scheduled  to 
come  into  force  in  July,  with  implementation  of  the  Common  Market  poultry 
regulations,    A  delay  of  approximately  one  month  in  implementing  the 
regulations  enabled  importers  to  continue  building  inventories  during 

Jwiy. 

Although  the  United  States    was  again  largest  supplier  in  the  German  mar- 
ket, France  and  the  Netherlands  also  shipped  increased  quantities.  Imports 
from  f*enmark  were  down  slightly, 

Switzerland,  the  second  largest  international  market  for  poultry  meat, 
imported  47  million  poimds  compared  with  41  million  in  1961.  Increased 
imports,  attributed  to  rapid  expansion  in  consumer  demand  and  relatively 
static  domestic  production,  came  mainly  from  Denmark  and  France, 

Austria  became  the  third  largest  importer  in  1962,  with  imports  totaling 
19  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  15  percent  over  1961.    Local  production, 
which  in  past  years  was  mainly  a  byproduct  of  egg  production,  has  tended 
to  lag  behind  the  rate  of  growth  in  consumer  demand.     Import  requirements 
vAll  probably    continue  to  increase  over  the  next  few  years. 

Imports  into  Hong  Kong  and  the  United  Kingdom  remained  at  about  the  same 
level  in  1962  as  in  1961.    Imports  into  Italy  and  Canada  were  down  (Table  1). 

Shell  Eggs 

World  trade  in  shell  eggs,  based  on  imports  of  the  8  most  important  trading 
countries,  continued  its  downward  trend  for  the  second  successive  year. 
Imports  into  these  8  countries  in  1962  totaled  589  million  dozen  compared 
with662  million  dozen  in  1961.     Shipments  from  Denmark  and  Poland  vrere  down 
considerably  from  a  year  earlier,    Belgium  was  the  only  country  in  Western 
Europe  showing  increased  exports.    There  were  also  increased  exports  from 
Mainland  China  to  Hong  Kong, 

Imports  of  shell  eggs  into  Western  Germany  declined  to  318  million  dozen  in 
1962  compared  with  382  million  dozen  in  1961.    The  dov.tiward  trend  in  imports 
was  caused  by  increased  domestic  production  and  high  import  levies  on  fresh 
eggs.    The  Netherlands  supplied  more  than  60  percent,    Belgium  was  the  only 
country  that  shov/ed  a  significant  increase  in  egg  exports  to  West  Germany 
in  1962  (Table  2). 


Italy,  the  second  largest  market,  increased  its  imports  of  shell  eggs  from 
117  million  dozen  in  1961  to  121  million  dozen  in  1962,    Poland  continued 
to  be  chief  supplier.    Other  importaint  sources  were  Israel,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Bulgaria. 

Hong  Kong  imported  49  million  dozen  eggs  in  1962,  a  15  percent  increase 
over  the  preceding  year.    Of  the  other  major  markets,  Switzerland,  Austria, 
and  France  showed  a  slight  rise  in  imports.     Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Venezuela  were  below  the  1961  level. 

Egg  Products 

Imports  of  egg  products  into  the  8  major  markets  were  104  million  pounds  in 
1962  compared  with  113  million  pounds  in  1961,    Imports  into  the  United 
Kingdom  were  45  million  pounds  in  1962,  17  percent  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year.    Decreased  imports  of  frozen  v^ole  eggs  by  the  U,  K.  was  the  major 
factor  contributing  to  the  decline  in  total  imports  of  egg  products.  Ship- 
ments of  egg  products  to  West  Germany,  Austria,  and  France  were  higher. 
Imports  into  Italy,  Belgium,  and  Venezuela  were  belov/  the  1961  level  (Table  3). 

The  leading  exporters  of  egg  products  in  1962  were  Australia,  the  Netherlands, 
Poland,  Yugoslavia,  and  Mainland  China. 
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
